on 
September 
21, 


1905, 
the committee granted permis- 


sion to hold class receptions at which 
dancing might be allowed: with the 
restrictions

should be held only by the two upper 
classes, that they should not be held 
more frequently than on an average 
of once a month; that they should be 
chaperoned by the teachers; and that 
they should be closed as early as elev- 
en o'clock. 


"During September, October, No- 


vember and December, three enter- 
tainments, and four receptions with 
dancing; have been held under these 
regulations and restrictions. Except 
on invitations countersigned by the 
chaperons, these receptions are limi- 
ted to three upper classes of 
the 


school. There can be no doubt that 
under these conditions, the social ac- 
tivities of the school are far 
more 


wholesome than when conducted out- 
side of the building; and especially, 
when conducted by the pupils without 
the direction and supervision of the 
faculty." 


That this matter has been exploited 


in the press is to be regretted. It is 
especially unfortunate that it should 
have been discussed in 
out-of-town 


papers before the Ministerial 
Asso- 


ciation had heard the report of

Stock being the foundation of man;, 


soups, and serving also for tii» basis o: 
many sauces and dishes, it would provi 
advantageous for a housewife always to 
have some stock on hand. Stock ma} 
be kept fresh for several days in ai. 
earthen jar in an icebox, the only pre- 
caution necessary being to let it boil 
awhile, in case of a very hot or stormy 
day, to prevent souring. 


For one gallon, wash thoroughly five 


pounds cheap beef and bones and two 
pounds hock veal. Put in kettle ant! 
cover with cold, water. 
Boil slowly, 


skimming until clear, and adding from 
time to time a tablespoonful of cold wa- 
ter, to hasten separation of scum. When 
clear, add two carrots, one-half turnip, 
one onion and some celery, and boil 
two hours. Remove the veal, add one 
old fowl (cut in pieces), and boil slow- 
ly three hours more. Skim off floating 
grease and strain soup. Bouillon should 
be only lightly salted. 
Half of the 


onion should have been browned on the 
stove, to give color and taste. 


Consomme is the name given to a 


stock stronger and more palatable than 
the common one. It forms the founda- 
tion of the soups for the more fashion- 
able dinners, or is served in cups at ball 
suppers or luncheons. 


Cut in pieces one old fowl and 
two 


pounds veal hock; let them brown light- 
ly in butter; then put them in a kettle 
with three to four quarts of stock. Cook 
sk wly for two hours, skimming from 
tin e to time. Remove floating grease 
and pass through strainer, or. better, a 
cloth —Prairie Farmer. 


SUGGESTIONS TO HOUSEWIVES. 


Meat baked in the oven and never 


basted 
is often 
like tough leather 


*hroughout. In baking, a very hot oven 
is wanted for five minutes, then the heat 
should be reduced for gentle cooking. 


Save all baking powder tins; they al- 


ways come in handy as molds, either for 
steamed pudding, jellies or frozen des- 
serts, and these dishes will always be 
served most attractively on your table. 


In taking stai: i-out of silk blouses 


and collars try K--SX. Get a few cent's' 
worth of powdcrtd Liji'ax, byriukle a lit- 
tle over the sic"-1 rr dirty part and ml: 
weil with a clrr... cloth. Generally the 
stain will be found 10 disappear entirelj 
and most speedily. 


When cleaning finger marks or soilsd 


places from pr.inte'1 woodwork it should 
always be remembered that the doors, 
windows, etc.. must be dusted or wiped 
oft" first with a dry rag and then wet with 
clear water, beginning at the top anc 
•'working down, to prevent streaks. 
Scrub clean with a soft rag and gcof: 
laundry soap or use water and ammonia. 
Then dry by rubbing from the top down 
with a flannel rag or chamois. 


It is an excellent plan in the care of 


palms and rubber plams anil, indeed, in 
nearly all house plants, to dip the en- 
tire plant, pot and all. into a basin or 
tub of lukewarm water now and then. 
This treatment allows all the roots to 
become thoroughly soaked. 


When making any sort of boiled pud- 


ding tie over the basin grease-proof pa- 
per, such as the grocer wraps the butter 
in. Boil in the usual manner, but take 
care that the water does not come up to 
the top of the basin. This plan saves 
trouble, for each pudding has a fresh pa- 
per and the washing of pudding cloths is 
done away with. 


Housewives are often in a dilemma as 


to what to do with left-over cornbread, 
gems, biscuit, etc.. They hate to throw 
them away and to serve them cold savors 
too much of economy. Sprinkle them 
with cold water, place them in a deep 
baking dish or pan, cover with a tin and 
set in a moderate oven, letting them re- 
main there for about 15 minutes. They 
will come from the oven almost as good, 
if not as quite as good, as new. 
Only 


enough for a single meal should be 
heated at or a time, as all warmed-over 
breads and cakes dry quickly,—Chicago 
Daily News.

Officer* Say Canteen of Beer and Light 


Wines Lewen Desertions. 


Brig.-Gen. Jesse M. Lee ot the de- 


partment of Texas, in his annual re- 
port to the war dejrartmpnt. d«farf-s 
that after an exhaustive inquiry into 
conditions and corre8pondea< e and in- 
terviews with officers and men of ten 
posts under his command regarding 
the army canteen, he finds:

erately of beer and light wines when 
they get these beverages; that a well 
regulated canteen where beer and light 
wines may be sold conserves discipline 
<f>ntro!s ana flf<-rea?es drunkenness and 
disorders, l<v?t-:is absenteeism ar.d u, 
that extent *.f«ds to reduce desertions; 
that the oii'.y tendency the aiiti-«-ai.- 
uen lav has on those who drink strong 
intoxicant-- usder any and a!i condi- 
tions is to increase the number; thai 
the anti-canteen law either adds to the 
number of saloons contiguous to garri- 
sons or in jlieir sale and profits, and 
that it encourages the "treating evil." 


Shocks from False Teeth. 


"Faise teeth have been known to 


generate electricity in the mouth aud 
shock their wearer painfully," said a 
physician. "Only last week a gentle- 
man came to me and said he feared n* 
was g-'tting a cancer on his tongue. 
'Such severe shooting pains attack me,' 
he said, 'that often I utter loud oaths 
in the most unseemly places—at teas, 
before the minister, and so on. It is 
like knife thrusts. Do you think 1 am 
going to lose my tongue?' 


"I found that two different metals 


had been used in fixing the poor man's 
false teeth. These metals, combining 
with the saliva, had formed a small 
battery. Electricity generated in the 
battery continually, aud shock after 
shock was administered to the tongue. 
I painted the metals with an insulating 
varnish. 
Thereafter the man had no 


more trouble."—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

Tb* athlete* of Grwe0 sad B<MM 


thought to maintain their prodiftkMM 
ctrength by frequent and vioitnt ««•*• 
clsea la the gymnasium; but th* Per- 
sian professionals follow quite »notA*r 
course. 


They avoid severe exertion and f»- 


tigue. They eat five or ai* time* » 
da). and are warmly clothed, eapedai* 
ly during the cold .;*aaoo. 


As tie Persians alao treat taeir 


torses in tte same wmy—and nil tb« 
world knows tie endurance, atrezgth 
and beauty 01 thf Persian b^do—thi* 
syaU-m may not o« so absuru as it M 
first appears to us with, our different 
notions aud practice. 


These athietfes, on ordinary occa- 


sions g& abroad but once dally, and 
then toward evening and walk will* 
great deliberation. 


When the period for practicing or 


for exhibiting in public approaches, 
the Persian athlete lies ia bed for sev- 
erai days, gathering force for the con- 
test of strength. Our plan is to gain 
stn-ngth by exercise; their not so 
much to gain as to keep what strength 
they have. 


Strange as this theory of the con- 


servation of forces may seem, there is 
yet no question that some of theaa 
Persian 
athletes sometimes 
display, 


prodigious power. 


The public exhibitions are held in 


places especially contrasted for the 
purpose. The arena or pit is excavated 
at least five or six feet below the sur- 
face, and the earth is beaten hard and 
rolled smooth. 
The spectators sit, 


Persian fashion, on their knees and 
heels on the floor of the gallery built 
around the arena, a>ad carefully pro- 
tected by an awning or roof from ta« 
elements. 


The arena, whether oval or round, 


has an average circumference of 149 
feet. 
In the better class of amphi- 


theaters the floor of the arena is some- 
times spread with thick, massive felt 
carpet, and the sides are padded with 
cushions to prevent injury to the per- 
formers. 


When time is called, the athletes rua 


forward and leap from the gallery 
into the arena, sometimes alighting and. 
balancing themselves some momenta 
on one leg—a remarkable feat. 


Their only garment is a pair ot 


close-fitting breeches of leather. Their 
skin is oiled, to enable them to elnde 
the grasp of their opponents. 


A number enter the arena at ones 


and begin with prolonged exercises 
with heavy Indian clubs, which they;' 
swing in every position, gradually in- 
creasing the weight until toward tha 
close of this practice clubs of oak ar» 
sometimes 
wielded 
in 
each 
hand" 


weighing 60 pounds. This club exer- 
cise continues over two hours; the 
movements are made to the accompa- 
niment of music, and, toward th* 
close, the strongest athletes stand on. 
one leg and balance the clubs at arm'a 
length for several seconds. 


This species of exercise is of great 


antiquity in Persia, The athlete who 
Is able to outlast all the others in tha 
club game is accounted the victor and 
receives substantial rewards from the 
spectators. 


After this sport ia over the wrestlers 


begin. When they are ready to grap- 
ple, each places his right hand on the 
head of the other, as a salute. They 
then grasp each other with delibera- 
tion, placing one arm over and tht- 
other under the shoulder of the op- 
ponent. 


Then the struggle begins in earnest. 


As with us, the chief object of the 
Persian wrestler is to throw his an- 
tagonist, and on the back, if possible. 


At the very outset one or other of 


the wrestlers drops on his hands and 
Itn&es, and then has to resist the ef- 
forts of his antagonist to turn him 
over on his back- 


One might easily imagine that a tall, 


muscular athlete would have little dif- 
ficulty in acco-mplishifng that feat, es- 
pecially as it is permitted by their 
rules to lift one's antagonist by th« 
leather band of the breeches; but the 
strength, suppleness and quickness of 
the Persian athlete arp sach that tha 
maneuvre is one of extreme difficulty. 


As a last resort, the. wrestler who ia 


down may still further resist the at- 
tempt to turn by falling flat on hla 
stomach. 
Experience shows that in 


this position a skilful athlete offers 
still greater .powers of resistance than 
on his knees. 


If the standing wrestler finally suc- 


ceeds in laying bis antagonist flat on 
the back, the latter remains there -long 
enough to thank him, theoa springs 
erect and once more salutes the vic- 
tor with every mar1.: of deep respect, 
The latter receives the courtesy with 
silent gravity, as conscious that he in 
turn may soon be amfeng the van- 
quiched; for the victor must meet all 
newcowors, until he encounters one 
both stronger and fresher than him- 
self. 


Cases have occurred of Persian ath- 


letes who have successfully ovexcomfl 
every antagonist who has presented 
himself at one exhibition of strength, 
men having been known to conquer 
from twenty to twenty-four contest* 
ants in one afternoon. 


Presents are showered on each vic- 


tor, the one remaining last in the field 
sometimes 
receiving 
hundreds 
and 


thousands of dollars from the wealthy 
and enthusiastic spectators. 


This sport is highly esteemed In Per- 


sia, and men of rank and physical 
strength sometimes condescend to en- 
ter the arena and try a bout with the 
profesaional athletes.

j such occasions to give the victory to 


their wealthy antagonists, who, flvah*4 
by their success, present costly fifta to 
the professional.—Wavrrly Magazln*

Under the caption 
"Our Shabby 


Ambassadors" Collier's Weekly makes 
comparative estimates, intended to be 
disparaging to the American embas- 
sies, of the quarters allowed the rep- 
resentatives iot the different nations 
abroad. 


A1 bill introduced by Congressman 


Longworth, appropriating, or propos- 
ing to appropriate, five million dollars 
for the purchase of sites and the con- 
struction of buildings for the perma- 
nent accommodation of our principal 
representatives abroad, makes 
the 


topic timely. 


Some valid arguments are advanced 


by Collier's in support of the 
bill, 


but it is not impossible that arguments 
as strong, if not stronger, might be 
put forward against it. 


Collier's says in effect that under- 


paying our ambassadors and ministers 
we then force them to pay house rent 
out of their own pockets, while their 
foreign colleagues are lodged in state- 
ly 'mansions provided by the govern- 
ment. "The result," it continues, "is 
that there is no such thing as an 'Am- 
erican Embassy' in any 
capital of 


Europe." 


In that case, five million dollars 


will not so greatly remedy conditions, 
for a stately palace at every capital 
of Europe would cost 
considerably 


more than that, especially if it were 
built on anything like the Clark plan. 


But the force 
of the 
argument 


iwherein it is pointed out that only a 
rich man can now afford to "keep up 
the pace" 
without 
humiliation 
is 


stronger than it ought to be. 


Collier's prints pictures of how Am- 


erica and England "treat" their am- 
bassadors at Paris, and the reading 
underneath the1 picture says:

British Embassy is a pftlace, perma- 
nently maintained by the British Gov-

we

As we have often protested, the Am- 
erican workingman wants, 
not 
old 


age charity guaranteed by the state, 
a system of pauperism, whatever it 
may lie called, but fair reward for his 
earnings while he is working that he 
may be able to provide himself for 
his old age, and any pension scheme 
that is calculated to relieve the ne- 
cessity for fair and full payment of 
wages by any -deferred dividend is 
un-American and a mistake. The pen- 
sion scheme of the Boston and Maine 
is pointed to as an example of the 
certain tendency of the times, 
but 


the Boston and Maine plan is several 
times removed from the theory of 
old age pensions which is advocated 
in general. In the first place, the em- 
ployes enter upon it as an Insurance 
scheme in which they pay their regu- 
lar premium and get the regard ol 
their investment in their annuity. The 
Boston and Maine corporation assists 
because it believes it profitable to se- 
cure permanence in its roll of work- 
ers, and because it is desirable to 
bind more closely the interests of its 
employes and itself, not only In one 
direction, but in many, a fact that is 
dawning upon some of the employes 
already.—Haverhlll Gazette.

The new year is to s*e extensive 


ihancec among the ranking oncers of 
the United States navy, and before 
it closes thirteen of those who now 
fly the two starred pennant will be 
reared on account of age. 


Among the retirements are several 


involving discharging important du- 
ty, such as that of Rear Admiral 
Glass, commandant of 
the 
Pacific 


naval station: Rear Admiral Lamber- 
ton, 
president of the 
lighthouse 


board; Rear Admiral Chester, super- 
intendent of the naval 
observatory, 


chief of the bureau 
of 
navigation, 


president of the navi examining and 
retiring boards. Rear Admiral Har- 
ryton. commandant of the 
Norfolk 


navy yard; Rear Admiral 
McCalla, 


commandant of the Mare Island navy 
yard, commandant of the third squa- 
dron and commander of 
the coast 


squadron of the North Atlantic fleet 
and commandant of the New York 
navy yard. 


The chief of the bureau of 
equip- 


ment, Rear Admiral Manney, retires 
a little later, but his place has al- 
ready been filled by the detail of 
Capt. W. S. Cowles. 


One of the promotions which will 


result from the foregoing retirements 
is that of Capt. Henry W. Lyon of 
Charlestown, 
formerly 
captain of 


Portsmouth navy yard. By many he 
is looked upon as the next comman- 
dant of the Boston navy yard. 


Capt. Lyon is the son of the late 


Dr Henry and

ing President McKinley's administra- 
tion. 


He has served on sea duty at every 


station and has frequently "been on 
shore duty at his home navy yard He 
was in the terriffic hurricaned isas- 
cer in 1889 at Samoa.

He told Mr. Roberts that there is 


an eudent disposition at the depart- 
ment to regard the matter seriously.

has looked on the moth question as 
one affecting 
Massachusetts 
alone,

Another excellent way 
to administer the oil is in hot beof 
broth. 
Take four or five table- 


spoonfuls of the broth to one of oil. 
Mix and give as a simple drink. 
If 


the oil is not mentioned even an 
adult patient will often fail to detect 
the dose. For castor oil and for rhu- 
barb or bitter medicines a slig'at 
touch of oil of cloves on the tip of 
the tongue will prove hefpful. 


In giving medicine to a baby al- 


ways place the tip of the spoon 
against the roof of the mouth and it 
will be impossible for baby to splut- 
ter and eject the contents of the 
spoon. Moreover, In this way he can- 
not choke from having the liquid 
poured down too quickly. A spoon- 
ful of peppermint tea given after the 
dose will relieve the taste in the 
inouth nd not be harmful. 
When it 


is necessary to open the mouth of an 
infant or small child to give medi- 
cine, do cot dig the spoon into the 
lips as many do, but place the fore- 
finger on the chin Just above the 
cleft beneath the lower lip or just 
above where the dimple is apt to be. 
The mouth will open of Itself and 
the spoon may be readily inserted, 
Generally the tongue will come out 
and the spoon can be placed directly 
upon it, the tip resting against the 
roc" of the month. 


A piil or pellet may be taken In 


a spoonful of jelly or apple sauce al- 
most without knowledge and after a 
dose of liquid medicine a piece of 
lemon dipped in sugar will remove 
the unpleasant taste on the roof of 
the mouth--ono of the disagreeable 
after effects of castor oil or cod liver 
oil. 


Whenever possible give medicine 


in.' hot vrater for tiio hot drink re- 
laxes the muscles of the throat and 
makes swallo-ving involuntary. 


If an invalid's cup is not at hand 


try giving a patient too weak to sit 
up all liquid medicine through a 
piece of macarani that is slightly 
curved.
